was written? 

PRIEST: Surely. Peter ‘i vietot three thousand before the first word 
of the New Testament was written. Paul had converted hundreds of Romans 
and Corinthians, and Calatians ‘and Thessalonians before he wrote his epistles 
to those congregations; and all the apostles were dead, and multitudes had 
died martyrs, before St. John wrote the last part of the New Testament. Until 
the end of the first century the “Word of God” could have been delivered only 
by word of mouth; people received their faith “by hearing” (Rom. X, 17). 

MINISTER: Well, it is evident that the Apostles’ inspired preaching was | 
as good as their inspired writing. 

PRIEST: But before the Apostles wrote, many others were preaching 
who were not inspired; for instance, Timothy, Titus, Polycarp, Clement, 
ignatius, Irenaeus. The New Testament was not completed until thirty-five 
years after Peter and Paul and most other Apostles were dead; many of their 
immediate successors had been martyred, and it is likely that the third or 
fourth successors of the several Apostlés were converting souls without the 
Bible when St. John finished his writings. In fact, the whole Roman Empire 
was Christian, at least 10,000,000 people were true to Christ unto a martyr’s 
death, the Church enjoyed her golden age, before anybody éver saw the New 
Testament. For four centuries people received their faith only “by hearing.”

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Nowhere does the Church allow |t 
her priests to marry, but in cer- 
tain localities she does allow mar- 
ried men to be ordained to the 
priesthood. Hence in western 
Asia, as in Armenia, Chaldea and 
Syria; in parts of Africa; and 
among the nations of eastern 
Europe, as in Roumania, Bulgaria, 
Servia and Ruthenia, we find 
priests who are under allegiance 
to the Pope of Rome and are mar- 
ried. 

Celibacy is not compulsory up- 
on the clergy of the Church in the 
Orient. A candidate for the 
priesthood may enter upon mar- 
riage prior to being ordained a 
sub-deacon. After he has received 
sub-deaconship he may never 
marry; and even among them no 
priest who is married can become 
a bishop. -Methbers of monastic 
orders are not permitted to marry. 

You ask why this difference in 
the discipline of the Church with 
reference to the Greeks, éete.? 

It is evident that in the early 
centuries the priests and bishops 
were not prohibited from marry- 
ing. Nevertheless celibacy, from 
the very beginning, was recognized 
as most conformable with the 
Christian ideal and, most of all, 
making for greater efficiency.

alms-giving and sacrifices. Were there only one col- 
lection, and that for the purpose specified, our people 
would ‘readily yield to the. suggestion that they lay 
aside some little sacrifice money every week to be 
given all at once on Mission Sunday.

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WHERE iS THE FAILURE?

“for more than nineteen centuries Christianity has been given 
an opportunity of establishing the reign of economic jistice upon 
earth,” the Socialist has been wont to argue, “and today we have 
not vet approached the goal. Behold the failure of the Chureh!"" 

“For more than nineteen centuries Christianity has been at 
work,” the modern rationalist exclaimed at the outbreak of the great 
war, “and what are the results? “Witness the world in arms, the re- 
turn of barbarism and Christian nations grappling at each other’s 
throats! Behold the failure of the Church!” 

Without admitting the exaggerations which form the staple of 
Socialist propaganda, or the false accusations directed against ‘mil- 
lions of men heroically performing their duty at the battle’s front 
in answer to their country’s call, we can and do admit the existence 
of great social evils; of greed and injustice. But whose is the 
failure. Must it be set to the account of the Church? And by the 
Church we meéan, in answering this question, the one true Church 
which Christ has founded: the apostolic, Catholic Church. 

The charge of failure often brought against her in our, day is 
not seldom accompanied by a direct denial of that characteristic 
mark by which she is ever to be known to the world, her Holiness. 

The Church is holy in her doctrine, which can never change. 
it is a doctrine of justice, charity and universal brotherhood. It 
teaches’ the love of God and the love of man as Christ Himself 
taught them. There has been no failure in her doctrine because it 
has come from thé Source of all holinés« and has remained ever the 
same throughout the centuries. It is able to renew the world today. 

The Chureh is holy in her sacraments. They are of Divine in- 
stitution, and are today the cause of grace no less than in the day 
of the Aposties. They can still produce within the souls of men the 
same wonders which they wrought in the firat Christians, if men 
will correspond to grace and place no obstacle in its way. Surely 
there has been no failure in the Church's sacraments. 

Where, then, ia the failure of the Church? Is it in her members? 

That not all of these will be holy, Christ Himself predicted. He 
is the Head; the Church is His mystical body. Even should many of 
her members be wanting in holiness, the Church could not thereby 
be affected in her holiness. The Church is not made holy by saintly 
men, as a city is made rich by wealthy men. But the Church always 
contains and always will contain holiness in her members, greater 
or less, in proportion as they permit themselves to be influenced by 
the plenitude of holiness belonging to Christ her Head. 

it is easy therefore to point to the cause of the failure of which 
the world complains. It is not the failure of the Church, but the 
failure of men to avail themselves of the doctrine and the sacra- 
ments of the Church as the means given by Christ for their sanctifi- 
cation, Here is the solution of the entire problem. 

The failure has been on the part of atheism and infidelity, which 
have taken from men every reason for justice and charity except 
such as their own private interests or sentiments might suggest, 
by turning them alike from God and His Church. 

The failure has been on the part of héresy and schism which 
have deprived their adherents of many of the doctrines of Christ. 
committed by Him to His Aposties and their successors; of many 
or all of the sacraments which He instituted for the éanctification 
of souls. All the sects, though still retaining the name of Chris- 
tianity, have thus rejected to a greater or less extent the means 
of holiness that are all to be found united and preserved within that 
Church alone which has come down to us directly from Christ and 
His Aposties. There is but ohe hope for the world and that Hes in 
its return to her. 

The failure, finally, has been on the part of those Catholics, 
who though holding the truth, fail to avail themselves of the means 
offered them, who neglect the observance of the commandments of 
Christ and the reception of the sacraments after the mind of the 
Chureh, whose lives, at all events, are not in true conformity with 
their sublime Faith, Their failure has been foretold by Christ, and 
it is not the failure of the Church. 

Today as ever she stands before the world, a glorious Church. 
without stain or wrinkle, holy not only in her doctrine and her 
sacraments, but likewise in the resplendent lives of so many of her 
devoted members.
